Put  your  ad  in  tbe  best  paper,  and 
then  watch  the  paper  and  the  ad. 
Have  a  system  of  checking  the  returns 
received,  and  lie  very  sure  of  this 
much  :  If  tbe  ad  doeeu’t  pay,  the  fault 
is  iu  tbe  ad  or  tbe  goods  or  the  store 
— not  in  tbe  paper 

I  believe  that  the  standing  <>f  the 
paper  reflects  on  the  advertisements 
it  carries.  There  is  uuotlier  thought 
which  never  occurred  to  me,  hut  which 
was  conveyed  in  a  remark  recently 
made  to  me  by  an  advertising  man¬ 
ager.  He  said :  “A  sleepy  paper 
gathers  a  sleepy  constituency.  An 
alert,  wide-awake,  progressive  sheet 
gets  readers  who  like  that  sort  of 
thiug — or  lifts  them  to  its' level.” 

The  uewspuper  goes  right  luto  its 
reader's  house — goes  in  and  sits  down 
with  him.  It  is  ou  tbe  tslde  when  be 
eats,  and  iu  his  hands  while  he  is 
smoking  after  the  meal.  It  reaches 
him  when  he  is  iu  an  approachable 
Condition. 

That's  the  time  to  tell  him  about 
your  business — clearly,  plainly,  con¬ 
vincingly — as  cue  man  talks  to  an¬ 
other. 

The  first  insertion  of  an  advertis- 
meut  very  seldom  pays.  That  is  to 
say — if  you  have  never  advertised  be¬ 
fore  iu  a  certain  paper,  it  will  take 
some  little  time  Jor  its  readers  to  get 
siquainltd  with  you,  and  until  they 
do,  don't  expect  much  return.

I  have  been  a  publisher  of  pro¬ 
grammes  and  of  other  “schemes" — I 
have  advertised  in  theub,  and  iu  my 
experience  on  both  aide*  of  the  fence 
l  have  never  heard  or  known  of  s 
single  advertisement  in  a  medium(f) 
of  that  kind  that  paid. 

The  uewspaper  goes  into  the  house 
bristling  with  intelligence,  brimful  of 
the  news  of  tbe  world,  sparkling  wi*li 
the  daily  doings  of  the  community. 
If  its  advertisers  are  awake  to  thei 
opportunities,  it  contains  busineesr 
news  of  value  to  every  reader,  fur  it 
pays  bo  read  advertismonts. 

Save  money  on  your  advertising  if 
you  can,  of  course,  bat  save  it  in  tbe 
right  way.  Cut  off  little  leaks — the 
programmes,  the  bills  of  fare,  the 
directories,  the  wall  charts,  the  pages 
in  “souvenirs."  Cut  U»em  all  off,  and 
and  your  trade  won’t  ever  fest  tbs 
difference.  Cut  off  ths^  inconsequen¬ 
tial  papers,  if  yon  have  to,  but  always 
keep  your  ad  in  your  boat  papers  big 
enough  to  do  you  justice.  It  is 
better  to  convince  a  few  people  than 
to  talk  to  many.
